to the torture of human beings for any 
crime or accusation of crime;” also that 
“we appeal in thundering tones to all 
confederate veterans, their wives” and 
daughters and to all other similar or- 
ganizations north and south, especially 
the Grind Army of the Repubilc, and to 
that great and glorious organization, the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, one and 
all, by precept and example, voice and 
moral influence, to help put a stop to 
this barbarous, unlawful and inhuman 
crime of torturing human beings.”

Mayor Howell was informed yesterday by 
Judge T. P. Westmoreland, who has been 
representing the city in the) matter of 
the Washington street viaduct, that it 
/had developed at the tegfernce of at- 
torneys regarding the injunction suit 
brought by the church to prevent the 
closing of Waverly place, that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville in purghasing a strip 
‘of land from the church had entered in- 
(to an agreement to open a new Waverly 
(place 80 feet south of the present street 
‘by that name. The railroad company, it 
\is stated, agreed to open a new street 
/60 feet wide and to pave it with asphalt. 
St. Philip church proposed, after this 
inew street had been opetted, to extend 
| the new Waverly place on through its 
own property, thus giving it new front- 
age. The church now demands that this 
‘new street shall be opened in accordance 
with the contract which ft asserts it has, 
or in the event this is not done, that it 
ibe paid $20,000 damages. 

The damages asked amount to more 

than the Louisville- and Nashville paid 
for the land it bought from the church, 
| the price paid for that being $18,000. 
' Thus, just as the city was about to 
‘get rid of a $12,000 obstacle, since Presi- 
|}dent Smith seemed on tfe point of agree- 
Ing to pay for the removal of the tracks, 
it is confronted by a $20,000 obstacle in 
jthe shape of damages demanded by the 
| church, 


| May Mean End of Deal. 


Prominent city, officials, among them 
Mayor Howell, believe that this will mean 
an end of the deal, for the present, at 
least, which was to have resulted in the 
‘construction of extensive freight termi- 
nals by the Louisville and Nashville; 
and ultimately in the building of the 
|Washington street viaduct. They do not 
| believe that President Smith will ever 
;consent to pay the $20,000 damages de- 
manded by the church. It is considered 
| that the contract with the church was 
| made On the assumption that the railroad 
|could exchange ,streets with the city and 
build a new Waverly place in exchange 
for the old. On this theory it may be that 

President Smith would consider the city 
jliable for any damages which might ac- 
lerue to St. Philip church as the result 
of the failure to open the new street, be- 
cause under the proposition now pending 
the city would get $50,000 for the pres- 
‘ent Waverly place. 

St. Philip church is willing to take the
